The revenue under’this head, the Corporation of Dublin claim as their own propeity by 

corporation of Dublin were not created a corporation by any of the Kings ot England, out 

hold this estate as of their own right. _ . 

a All Hallows’ or All Saints’ rents, which averages about 4,790!. per annum, lhis was 

’ granted to them by charter, upon the dissolution of the monastery of that name. 

3. St. Mary’s Abbey rents, about 1,391/. per annum. 

a. St. George’s rents, about 213/. per annum. 

These were also granted to them by charter. The consideration and general natui e of hese 
grants may be ascertained by extracts from two or three of the most important of these 
grants. The charters of Henry the 6th recites as follows “ We, mindful of the acceptable 
and laudable services which the citizens of Dublin and their ancestors have manifoldly len- 
der ed to us and to our progenitors, to us daily, and especially for the preservation and defence 
of the city and parts adjacent against the hostile assembly of our Irish enemies, who daily 
strove to invade our land's, and to plunder and destroy our people, cease not to render at 
immense expense and labour, exposing their persons and their property to sundry dangers. 

Henrv the Eighth’s charter recites, “ For the laudable and praiseworthy services and expenses 
performed by our trusty and well-beloved subjects, the mayor, bailiffs, commons and citizens 
of our city of Dublin in our land of Ireland, by their boldly and manfully defending our city 
lately ao-ainst the treasonable attacks and cruel assaults of the most wicked traitor, 1 nomas 
Fitzgerald his cousin and accomplices, as well by famine and watchings as by the effusion 
of blood of most of the said inhabitants, their bloody wounds and miserable and lamentable 
destruction, and otherwise heretofore manifoldly and daily suffered for us, We have given, 

& Ehzabeth’s charter recites as follows We, considering the praiseworthy zeal of the 
lord mayor, &c., and their having often, not without heavy expense, performed services for 
us and our ancestors, in the safety and defence of our city of Dublin and part adjacent, 
against the hostile attacks of our Irish enemies, and exposed themselves to various dangers, 

yfll these grants are without limitation or restriction, and specify no particular purpose 

The Pipe-water estate the corporation hold from time immemorial, and from time to time 
they expended immense sums of money in bringing water to the city. 

This estate has been not only recognized but confirmed by Acts of Parliament, the 6th 
Geo. l and other Pipe-water Acts. It produces an annual income of about 1-2,550/., most 

of which is expended in the payment of officers’ salaries, keeping in repair the works, and 

the payment of the interest on money borrowed; after deducting which there is an annual 
surplus of about 2,000/. applicable to corporate purposes. 

The Liff'ey is granted to them by charters ; the aforesaid dues amount to about 1 ,730 /. 

The tolls and customs are also granted by charter. This revenue was subject to the 
payment of an annual sum of 2,000/. to the Paving Board under the 47th Geo. 3, it 
appearing, on the examination of a Committee, that this was the average Of the sum the 
corporation were in the habit of expending in paving and cleansing the markets and the 
streets leading thereto. The revenue has been totally unproductive to the corporation since 
the year 1817, in consequence of the public passing the toll-gate by force, and refusing to 
pay any toll. 

They receive sums amounting to 738 /. 9 «. 2 d. British or 800/. Irish per annum, payable 
out of the Exchequer, which is appropriated to corporate purposes. 

Casual income, including receivers’ fees, capons, 8cc. about 444 /. 

Total income of the corporation under the foregoing heads, 18,855/.

The only charitable funds in the hands of the corporation is a sum of 800/. devised for 
prison purposes by a Mr. Powell, the interest of which, 40/. per annum, is distributed 
by the lord mayor every year, agreeable to the direction of the donor, as expressed in his 
will: nor are they bound to the maintenance of any charitable institutions; but they 
granted two considerable estates in fee-farm to the school commonly called the Blue Coat 

Hospital 
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Hospital or King’s Hospital; the aldermen and those corporators who have been elected 
sheriffs, in conjunction with several other gentlemen not corporators, are governors of this 
school. 

They have the disposition of the annual sum of Go l. under the will of Francis Higgins.

The guild had for several centuries a property arising from the elections of coal-meters 
and from admissions of freemen, of which it has been deprived by Acts of Parliament lately 
passed, and for which it is entitled to fair compensation.

They mortgaged the building and some houses, which they then held 111 St. Ihomas-stieet, 
for a term of years, long since expired.

This corporation is atso possessed of a lot of ground on Arbour Hill, granted to them by 
the corporation of Dublin for the purpose of erecting an almshouse for decayed freemen and 
their widows, which has been accordingly built by subscription.

weavers, and those branches depending on them, without religious distinction ; the entire 
concerns subject to \ol. per annum late Irish currency. 

In the year 177(5, and for BOine years prior and subsequent, the corporation conducted 
a lottery to support these two charities, which they pursued until stopped by Parliament 
prohibiting all lotteries, and which, aided by some few subscriptions from opulent individuals, 
supported said charities. .ti t 

Shortly after the Act prohibiting lotteries this corporation was reluctantly obliged to 
close the schoolhouse and set it for 18/. per annum late currency, in order to pay the rent 
of the concerns, and taxes thereon. 

On the ceasing of said lottery the balance remaining was lodged in three and a hall 
per cent. Government stock, amounting to 314 J. 14s., producing ni. o*. 4 d. per annum 
present currency, which sum, with 18 /. rent, are the only permanent funds possessed by the 
corporation, and appropriated as aforesaid. 

The incident expenses of the corporation arc chiefly supported by a quarterage paid by 
the solvent freemen, of G J d. per quarter, and of fees of one guinea on admission of lreedom 
by birth or service, and two guineas by grace especial.

Primate Robinson’s Bequest. 

Under this head I beg leave to quote from that prelate’s will the following paragraph : 

“ [ give to the corporation of Armagh 200/. in trust that they may advance a sum of 
money, on a proper security, to any tradesman or artificer that will engage to settle in the 
city of Armagh, on the expirationof their apprenticeship, in the manner and on the conditions 
directed in a paper delivered to Thomas Macan, Esq. present sovereign of Armagh.” (1794.) 

The paper therein referred to as containing directions relating to the appropriation of the 
bequest has been mislaid, and cannot be found. In consequence of this the principal sum 
has been vested in securities, and is accumulating. 



Bequest of the Right Honourable Ann Viscountess Dowager of Primrose. 

Extract from the Will, dated 5th January 1775. 

“ 1 give to the said Thomas Lord Dartroy, and Edmund Perry, 1,000 l. Irish currency, 
upon trust to be by them employed in Ireland for an asylum to receive poor abandoned girls, 
in the same manner of that in England, and hope they will, by the assistance of well-disposed 
people, be enabled to carry on this good work ; hut if the same should not meet with proper 
encouragement, then they may dispose of this my legacy of 1,000 1. to any charity or chari- 
ties they may think proper, (except the Magdalenes.) 

“ I give 200 /. Irish for the marrying or settling in any way of business four young 
women, those of Armagh or of French extraction to have the preference. I also desire this 
charity may be paid into the hands of the said Thomas Lord Dartroy and Edmund Perry, 
begging them to dispose of the same.” 

I find, on looking over the board book belonging to the commissioners for bringing pipe 
water to this city, that the executors have appropriated the funds for this public purpose, 
ns the asylum was not carried into effect. I subjoin a copy ol the minute from the board 
book : 

“ At a meeting of the commissioners of pipe water, held at the market-house on Wednes- 
day the 28th Nov. 1827, — Resolved, that inquiry be made from Messrs. Latouche 8t Co. as 
to the statement of the accounts of the bequests of Lady Primrose to the corporation and 
town of Armagh, with the payments made by Lords Perry and Cremorne.” 

I presume, therefore, that Messrs. Latouche &. Co. can give more information on this 
subject than any individual here.

7 a., a great 
portion of which is not paid, and cannot he recovered. . 

It also possesses the tolls and customs of the fairs and markets, producing lor llio last 
five years only 50 1 . a year. , 

I cannot state by what means this property was acquired, or the purposes lor wnicn 
same was given, except from the following documents, being the only ones that have been 
found, conferring rights on the corporation, and therefore it has always claimed title by pre- 
scription, except so far as those documents confer rights. . 

A charter in the third year of the reign King James the Second : An act of council, in 
the 1 ith year of Queen Elizabeth, granting two markets, to be held on every Tuesday and 
Saturday : A patent, in the seventh of Charles the First, to hold two fairs or markets on 
the 29th of June and loth of August: A patent for holding several additional fairs was 
granted in the year of the late King George the Third. 

The mode of application of this property is as follows : 

Paying the salaries of the deputy sovereign, corporation bailiff and billet-master; keep- 
ing in repair the market-house, school-house, public pump, wells, sewers and streets. 

The surplus of the funds for the last five years have not been sufficient to pay law ex- 
penses to which the corporation was put, by reason of resistance given to the collection oi 
the tolls and customs which were theretofore uniformly paid.

The municipal corporation now called the City of Cashel was formerly a corporate town, 
and the corporation thereof called the Provost and Commons of the Town of Cashel, and by 
letters-patent granted by King Charles the First, dated the 3d day of October, iti the 
13th year of his reign, was erected into a city by the name of the Mayor, Aldermen, Bailiffs, 
Citizens and Commons of the City of Cashel, from which period it has continued a city, 
according to said letters-patent. 

The town of Cashel was an ancient corporation of remote antiquity, of the origin or com- 
mencement of which there exists no trace, and from remote antiquity beyond any possibility 
of tracing how the said corporation of the said town of Cashel were seised in their demesne 
as of fee, of certain lands, tenements and premises situate in the county of Tipperary, and 
lying within the liberties and limits of said town, to their own use and in their own absolute 
ownership and dominion as a lay corporation, not upon any trust, or for any charitable pur- 
pose ; and were so thereof seised from such distant period of time that it is now impossible to 
state the manner in which the same were acquired or the purposes for which the same were 
given, but so far back as any research can be made, the said corporation distributed and 
applied the funds arising out of their said estates in such mode as from time to time they 
might think fit, without being accountable for the application thereof to any person or per- 
sons, or in any manner whatsoever. , . . 

The erection of said town of Cashel into a city caused no alteration whatsoever with 
respect to their estate in said lands and premises, and the city of Cashel continued seised in 
its demesne as of fee, as theretofore the town of Cashel was seised, no grant of lands, tene- 
ments or premises of which the said town was seised was ever made to sam city, and the 
entire of the estates of which the said city is now seised are the same, and no others, winch 
from time, bevond which no trace of memory exists, the said town was seised ; and the said 
city is seised thercof in like dominion as said town was, without being accountable in any 
manner for the mode in which they have distributed and applied, or may think ht to aistii- 
bute and apply same, which is altogether in their own discretion, and they now distribute 
and apply same to their own corporate purposes. . . 

There are not any charitable funds or (save as aforesaid) other property m the possession, 
order or disposition of said city of Cashel ;"the only other property which said city ot Uaslicl 
appears ever to have had, consisted of tolls and customs of certain fairs and markets, w ic 1 
however for several years last past have not been levied, nor attempted to be levie , ie 
people resident in said city and resorting thereto, being dissatisfied with an resis mg 
the paymont thereof, they became not worth the expense and trouble of collection, and, as to 
the fairs, have fallen altogether into disuse and discontinued. There still continues some 
(but very) trifling tolls to be received in the markets, producing very little it any ling 11 o e 
than the expense attending the collection thereof.

No record, docu- 
ment or writing has ever come to my hands touching said corporation lands, or of the disposal 
thereof which appears to have been done without any lawful authority ; and which lands 
neveryielded or produced to said corporation, since my appomtment as 1 vice-sovereign, or 
within my memory, any rent, profit or emolument whatsoever, nor any other profits, except 
the customs of the fairs held in Cavan, amounting to about 40 /. annually , but these two 
years past no customs are paid, the payment thereof being resisted. 

7 The only record of the acts or proceedings of said corporation within my power, or known 
to me, is a book, commencing in the year 1702, and ending in the year 1818, containing 
entries of the elections of the officers of said corporation annually, and of the elections of 
burgesses and freemen, and also of the representatives 111 Parliament of said corporation ; 
and the said book does not contain any reference whatsoever to the said corporation lands 
or other property, or the rents or profits thereout. 

Colonel Hemy John Clements, of Ashfield-lodgc in this county, nowon the continent, 
was the last sovereign who appears to have been nominated to said borough ; and the office 
of sovereign appears to have been alternately filled from time immemorial by one of the 
family of said Henry J. Clements, and of the family of Cosby Nesbitt, of Lismore-lodgc in 
said county.

CLONMEL. 

The executors of the Rev. Dr. Ladyman, in the year 1707, placed 100 1. with the corpo- 
ration, at 10 per cent, interest; one half of said interest, under the will of Dr. Ladyman, 
was directed to be paid to the churchwardens of the parish of Clonmel, in two half-yearly 
payments, on the 1st of January and 1st of July, for the purpose of laying out same in the 
purchase of bread for the poor of all distinctions ; the other five pounds interest to be 
expended in having 10 poor children taught to read English, and to learn the Church 
Catechism. 

In the same year Mrs. Mary Pomeroy paid to the corporation 100Z., at an interest of 
10 per cent., which interest was vested in trustees for the following uses; viz. 

Forty shillings a year towards the support of two poor widows of the Protestant religion, 
horn or residing in Clonmel; 40s. to pay for a schoolmaster; and 6 1. to bind out male 
children apprentices to trades. 

In the year 1 749, Peter Cheshire, merchant, of Clonmel, left, by will, the interest of 
100 Z., at six per cent., held by the corporation, to the Rev. Joseph Moore, his executors and 
assigns, in trust for the Protestant poor of Clonmel. 

All which sums are regularly paid by the corporation to the persons entitled to receive 
same, and applied by them to the purposes directed.

Stephen Skiddy, of London, by his will dated the 20th March 1584, directed that a 
sum of f should be annually pa.d by the Vintners’ Company of London to the mayor of 
the city of Coik for the time being, to be, by the mayor and aldermen of Cork, distributed 
amongst 10 of the poorest honest persons ot such city sole, and aged 40 years at the least

B y deed, dated the ayth of October 170a, the corporation of Cork, "out of a nious and 
charitable intent and design, and to the end that such loss might be repaired, an/a greater 
number of poor ancient single men and women be maintained in the said almshouse ” granted 
and conyeyed to the mayor and constables of the staple of the said city certain cintems in 
the city of Coik theiein mentioned, to be held by them the mayor and constables of the 
staple, and Uieir successors for ever, upon trust “ that the rents, issues and profits thereof 
for ever shall he disposed of for and towards the maintenance of such and so many poor old 
men and women sole, of the age of 50 years and upwards, in the said almshouse as the 
rents and revenue of the said granted premises will allow of, at such weekly stipends as the 
mayor and common council of the city of Cork aforesaid shall from Lime to time order and 
direct,; all which poor ancient men and women shall be chosen, nominated and appointed 
from tune to time by the said mayor and common council out of the respective parishes 
within the said city and suburbs of Cork.” x 

It appears that the almshouse established under (he will of Stephen Skiddy had at some 
remote period been so far connected with an almshouse erected under the will of Roger Bret- 
ridgo hereinafter mentioned, that the same building was made to answer for the inmates of 
both. 

In the year 1718 it was found that the revenues of the almshouses were insufficient. 

The corporation of Cork, in order to enlarge the income of the charities, resolved to let 
the buildings occupied for both almshouses, and to procure ground on which an almshouse 
capable of containing the objects of both charities should he erected. 

Accordingly the corporation of Cork obtained a fee farm grant of ground in the north 
suburbs of Cork, and thereon erected the hospital which now exists. 

In the year 1720, the new hospital having been erected, the site of the old ones was let 
at a yearly rent of 70/. 

The sum expended by the corporation in the erection of the new almshouse was repaid by 
gradual instalments extending over nearly a century; but the corporation has always paid 
and still pays the rent reserved hyr the grant made of the site of the present almshouse.

Off. sterling every week unto seven old men 
that had been soldiers, and should not be able to work, if such should be to be had , if not, 
others of the Protestant religion that should be put in, and remain in the almshouse in the 
north suburbs of Cork built by the said Roger Breindge, viz. l8d. a week to each of the 
said poor men, to be paid every Saturday morning for over, and likewise no yearly to be 
paid to each of the seven poor men on the 28th day of October yearly, to buy each of them 
a lomr frize coat to keep them warm, with a hat and pair of shoes and the sulphur of the 
rents and profits of the said lands to be used and disposed of towards the binding and put- 
ting apprentices the children of poor soldiers of the Protestant religion, if such be to be had 
in the city of Cork or the liberties thereof, and if no such children were to be found, such 
other poor children of Protestants whose parents were not able to put them out. And that no 
dispute or controversy might thereafter arise about the nomination of such poor men and 
poor children, he declared his will to be that his said wife should have the nomination of 
such poor men and children during her natural life; that after her death certain persons, 
whom lie therein named, and who are long since dead, should have the nomination during 
their lives, and that after their death the mayor and recorder of Cork and the minister or 
incumbent of the church of St. Mary, Shandon, in the north suburbs of Cork, or any two of 
them, one of them to be the minister of such church, and their successors, should tor ever 
after have the nomination and designation of such poor old Protestant men and children, 
or any two of them. 



The lands of Drumcummer thus devised produce the annual rent of 258/., which is thus 
applied : seven old soldiers, who reside in apartments provided for them within the alms- 
house erected by the corporation, as already mentioned in reference to Stephen Sluddy s 
charity, are paid the weekly sums appointed for them by the will of Roger Bretiidge, and 
the overplus is applied as the will directs towards putting out to apprenticeship children, 
such as are appointed by the will. 



St. Stephen’s Hospital. 

By deed bearing date the 2d of September 1699, William Worth, of the city of Dublin, 
esq., granted to the mayor and constables of the staple of Cork, certain lands therein men- 
tioned, situated in the south liberties of Cork, and certain other lands therein also mentioned 
being in the north liberties of Cork, to hold for ever, subject to the yearly rent of 20/., upon 
trust that upon some part of such lands, near the chapel of St. Stephen, there should out 
of the profits of the lands be built a fit and convenient house, building and rooms for the 
dwelling of such a competent number of poor boys ol' the Protestant religion as the mayor 
and common council of Cork should name, limit and appoint to be lodged, remain and be 
relieved there, and for the dwelling and necessary use of one schoolmaster of the same reli- 
gion to teach and instruct the said poor boys in reading, writing and arithmetic, and to 
govern such poor boys and other persons belonging to the house, and that such house should 
be called St. Stephen’s Hospital. 

The testator appointed the mayor, sheriffs and common council of the city of Cork, and 
their successors, to be governors and overseers of such hospital, and of the goods, lands, 
revenues and hereditaments thereof, with power to nominate a schoolmaster and choose such 
a number of poor boys as they should think fit from time, to time to be lodged, maintained 
and taught in the hospital ; the schoolmaster to provide for each of the boys decent new 
blue coats and caps upon each St. Stephen’s day, together with all other convenient clothing, 
meat, drink and other necessaries during the time such schoolmaster and boys should remain 
in the hospital, and the schoolmaster and boys to continue therein during the will and plea- 
sure of the mayor and common council of Cork, and no longer. By such will the mayor and 
common council were empowered to make bye-laws for the regulation of the hospital, and to 
make orders for such stipends and allowances and salaries as they the mayor and common 
council should think fit. By such deed the said William Worth directed that the annual 
rent of 20/. reserved thereby should be yearly paid amongst four students of Trinity College 
in Dublin, natives of the city or county of the city of Cork, and for want of them, natives of 
the county of Cork, and for want of them, natives of any county in Ireland, towards their 
maintenance in college; such students to be chosen by the bishop of Cork for the time 
being, the mayor of Cork, the said William Worth and his heirs, and the provost of Trinity 
College.

Moses Deane's Charities. 

Moses Deane, by his will, dated the 3d day of October 1726, directed that after his debts* 
and certain legacies therein particularized, should be paid, the executors or overseers of his 
said will should receive the rents of certain premises therein mentioned, to which he was 
entitled under a lease for a term of years, to expire in the year 1796, until such time as the 
yearly rents of such premises so received should amount to 1,200 Z. ; and he directed that Ins 
executors or overseers should lay out that sum in the purchase of lands in the county o f Cork 
the yearly income and profits of which he devised for ever for the schooling and clothing of 
20 boys and 20 maids, whose parents and friends were not able to give them schooling and 
clothing, in the parish of St. Peter, Cork. 

Ami after such sum of l, 200 l. should be received out of suol. premises, he bequeathed a 
year’s rent to each of several persons whom he named in Ins will, for such purpose, to be 
received by them successively in the order set down in the will. 

And after those legacies should be paid, he directed that the executes, trustees and over- 
seers of his will should again receive the rents of the premises until a furthei sum of 1,200 (. 
should be received ; and he directed such sum to be laid out m tile purchase oi lands in the 
county of Cork, and the yearly income thereof to be applied for the schooling and clothing ol 
20 poor hoys and 20 maids, in the parish of St. Nicholas, Cork. 

He then devised the like sum of 1,200 Z. to be received and laid out for ^‘e ^hoolnig and 
clothing of 20 poor boys and 20 maids in the parish of St. Mary Shantlon 1; and a like sum of

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Moses Deane nominated Thomas Deane and Sampson Tvvogood to be executors, trustees 
and overseers of his will, and after their decease he appointed the mayor, sheriffs, common 
speaker, common council of Cork, and the ministers and churchwardens of the four parishes 
before mentioned, to be trustees and overseers to see his will performed. 

The concerns from the rents of which these several sums were to be raised proved inade- 
quate to their discharge. 

The sum of 1,200 7 . appointed for poov boys and girls in the parish of St. Peter, was 
raised and placed at interest, and the annual income thereof is now applied as directed by 
the testator’s will. The sum of 1,200 1. appointed for poor boys and girls in St. Nicholas’s 
parish, together with a large sum for interest, was also obtained, and has been placed in the 
funds. The accumulated amount has been sufficient for the purchase of 5,000 l. 3 £ per cent, 
stock, and the interest of that sum is annually applied for the schooling of 75 boys, of whom 
30 are clothed ; for the schooling of 60 girls, of whom 25 are clothed ; and for the support 
of an infant school containing 90 infants. The sum of 800 /., part of the sum of 1,200 l. 
intended for the parish of St. Mary Shandon, has been obtained and laid out. at interest, and 
there is a prospect of a further sum being obtained in consequence of proceedings instituted 
by the Commissioners for Charitable Donations and Bequests. In the meantime an ample 
and commodious schoolhouse for that parish is in progress of building, the funds for which 
were raised by the rector through the medium of private subscriptions. There is reason to 
apprehend that the amount to be obtained under the other bequests made by Moses Deane 
will not be more than sufficient to make up the balance of the sum of 1,200 l. intended for the 
education and clothing of poor boys and girls in St. Mary Shandon, and the sum of 1,200/. 
intended for clothing and educating poor boys and girls in the parish of Christchurch. 



Thomas Deane’s Charity. 

Thomas D r a ne, esquire, by his will, dated the 1st October 1734, devised to the mayor, 
sheriffs and common council of Cork, a house in the parish of St. Peter, Cork, which lie had 
converted into an hospital, or almshouse or schoolhouse; as also the annual sum of ioo/. 
part of a fee-farm rent of 205 1. to which he was entitled, to the intent and purpose that a 
schoolmaster and schoolmistress should be for ever in succession retained, placed and em- 
ployed in the said house for teaching and instructing poor children ; and that the said yearly 
sum of ioo /. should be applied for payment to a schoolmaster and schoolmistress and for 
providing clothes for such children, and clothes for six poor old men and two poor old’ women 
who were to be provided with accommodation in the almshouse. 

For many years after the death of Thomas Deane, the annual sum of 1 00 /. thus bequeathed 
was regularly received, and was applied as directed by the will. 

The person who became entitled to the lands whereout the fee-farm rent is payable and 
the person who became entitled to the residue of the fee-farm rent, declined to pay the annual 
sum ol 100/. bequeathed for the foregoing purposes, and proceedings for its recovery were 
instituted and are m prosecution by the Commissioners for Charitable Donations and 
Bequests. 

Hie house is at present kept up by an income arising partly from the produce of annual 
charity sermons, and partly from subscriptions.

The corporation lands have been 
accoidmg to dial ter ot Elizabeth, distributed amongst the resident burgesses and freemen 
of the corporation, and for the maintainance and support of the widows and orphans of 
freemen, the majority of whom derive their chief support from their share in those lands.

The rectorial tithes of the parish of Jerpoint, in said county, wore demised for the like 
term, at the yearly rent of 105/., late currency, and having expired at same time, are since 
also quite unproductive to the corporation, and an arrear still remains due under said 
demise. 



The rectorial tithes of the parish of Tubrid, in said county, were demised for the like 
term, at the yearly rent of 80 /., late currency, and having expired at same lime, are since 
also quite unproductive to the corporation. 

The rectorial tithes of the parishes of Kilmodum and Muckully, in said county, were 
demised for the like term, at the yearly rent of 150/., late currency, and having expired at 
same time, are also quite unproductive. 

A composition of the tithes of the parish of New Ross, in the county Wexford, was 
entered into in the year 1824, and the rectorial part thereof amounted to 190/., late cur- 
rency; but they have been for a considerable time past quite unproductive, from the dilli- 
culty of collecting. 

So that the entire of the revenue heretofore arising from the tithes of the said several 
parishes of Skeirke, St. John, Clarah, Jerpoint, Tubrid, Kilmodum and Muckully, and 
amounting in the whole to the annual income of 812/. 10 s., late Irish currency, lias now 
become utterly unproductive ; and no part thereof has been received by the corporation 
since the expiration of the said several demises thereof, on foot of certain of which, as 
already stated, there still remains due a large arrear. 

There has not been any receipt of the tithes of the parish of New lloss since the 22d of 
August 1831. 

The tolls and customs average about the annual sum of 200 /. since May 182;), when the 
corporation discontinued taking toll by a bowl or measure from any barrel of corn or grain 
brought into the market for sale ; and the particular articles and things on which custom is 
at present levied by die corporation, are set out in a schedule thereof, deposited in the ofiict;

The annual outgoings and expenditure of the corporation are about 1,640/., exclusive of 
contingencies; but unless the tithes, which of late years have been the principal income of 
the corporation, shall he made available, the present income will be vastly below the usual 
and necessary expenditure, and the salaries of the diffeicnt olliccrs must undertio a consider-

These tolls and customs have always been collected by the provost of the corporation lor 
the year of office, and applied by him to his private use and benefit, in his capacity as clerk 
of the market and judge of the court of Pie Poudre attached to the fair aforesaid ; nor 
could I ever learn any other uses to which the tolls and customs were applicable, but as re- 
muneration to the provost for the trouble and responsibility attached to his office. These 
arc the onlv revenues attached to the municipality of Tralee in its corporate capacity. 

Sir Edward Denny, proprietor of the town, wishing to render the office of provost worth 
the holding of respectable gentlemen, (the corporate revenues being very trifling,) has of his 
own pleasure allowed the provost to receive the other tolls and customs attached to his 
estate by patent, the particulars of which 1 have omitted.

There are no charitable funds or other property applicable to charitable purposes at the 
disposal or under the control, management or order of this corporation. 

The corporation are possessed of a quantity of lowlands in and about the town of Trim, 
amounting to 460 acres or thereabouts, which were granted to the burgesses by Walter 
tie Lacy, Tor their accommodation as a pasture for their cattle, &c; which grant was after- 
wards confirmed by several ancient charters from the Crown. 

They are also possessed of annual rents to the amount of 15 1 . 17 s. 8 d. only, arising from 
some small tenements in and about the town of Trim, which are held by lease from the 
corporation. 

As to the lands so granted by the said Walter de Lacy, it appears that the burgesses of 
said corporation, for the purpose of improving the same, making them more beneficial, 
and preventing their being encroached upon, did fence in and divide the same into small 
farms or lots so long ago as the year 1705; and ever since that period they have been 
granted by the corporation in open assembly on the several burgesses and freemen for their 
lives successively, and are now so held and enjoyed by them, some by residing on them, 
others by leasing them for their respective lives and receiving the rents thereof. 

The corporation have no other property whatever; the tolls and customs which were 
usually paid at fairs and markets, for which the corporation are subject to a rent to the 
Crown, and provided an extensive fair-green off’ their estates, are no longer collected, or 
have been attempted to be collected for the last four years, in consequence of the disturbed 
state of the country, and the resistance made to their collection; the portreeve and burgesses 
being unwilling to resort to force for the attainment of their rights, expecting that there 
would have been some legislative enactment or arrangement respecting them.

WATERFORD. 



REPORT of the Committee of the Corporation of Waterford appointed to prepare 
a Return of all the Property in the possession of the said Corporation, and of the Manner 
in which the same is now applied. 



No. 1 . — The accompanying Account, No. 1, exhibits the amount of the rental of all the 
property now in the possession of the corporation, granted by Royal charter. This pro- 
perty consists of houses in the city, and lands in the liberties of the city of Waterford, the 
county of Kilkenny and in the Queen’s County, together with the impropriate tithes of 
several parishes, in the dioceses of Waterford, Cloyne and Ossory. The bouses, lands and 
tithes have been usually let on leases not exceeding 99 years ; formerly, in some instances, 
much longer terms were granted, but this has not occurred, except in one case, for the last 
30 years, the practice of the corporation from that period has been to let land, or houses, or 
tithes by public auction to the highest bidder. 

No. 2.— Furnishes the amount of rental of a property in the city of Waterford, formerly 
belonging to the Fail of Enniskillen, and purchased by the corporation. This property 
being intermixed with the estate of the corporation, it was considered that the future im- 
provement of the city might be facilitated by having the two estates in the possession of the 
same proprietors. 



No. 3. — With reference to this Account, it must be observed, that the loll on butter 
brought to the public weigh-house to be weighed and inspected as for export is the only toll 
now demanded in the city of Waterford. From time immemorial up to the year 1813, tolls 
were levied also on corn, wool, cattle, sheep, pigs, and all other articles brought into the 
city for sale, whether in the market or at the fairs. By a resolution of the council, passed 
the 27th of February 1813, all tolls and customs, except those upon butter, hides and 
tallow, were abolished for ever, the levying of them having been complained of as vexatious 
and injurious to trade. Subsequently to that period tolls upon tallow and hides have also 
been relinquished. By the surrender of these tolls, the corporation have given up a revenue 
of several hundred pounds per annum. 

No. 4.— Shows the amount received annually for the sweeping of the streets ; this is paid, 
or rather allowed, by the person with whom the corporation have contracted to keep all the 
streets and lanes, flagged and other footpaths, and public sewers in repair. 

No. 5.— The corporation expended a very large sum of money in laying down metal mains 
and pipes, in sinking reservoirs for water, and for rent of watercourses, &c. lor the purpose o 
supplying the inhabitants; they demised all the waterpipcs, &c.forai years at 200 «., late Irish 
currency, per annum, the tenant undertaking to supply the houses ol persons who should 
require it with water, at a small yearly rent. The corporation have latterly expended con- 
siderably more than the rent received by them for the waterpipes, &c. m supplying the 
poorer inhabitants with water gratuitously ; and they are still proceeding to extend a 
supply. 



No. 6.— The water-bailiff is on officer appointed under the charter ; and from the date of 
the earliest records of the corporation to the present time, the water-bailiti has received 
certan fees on vessels coming to discharge at the quay. Upon the establishment 0 a uaic 
of commissioners for the improvement of the port and harbour of Waterford, it was const 
that the duties of the water-bailiff, so far as they applied to providing accommodation loi 
the discharging and loading of vessels, could be more beneficially performed by the com- 
missioners than by the officer of the corporation ; and accordingly an agreement was entered 
into between the corporation and the commissioners, by which the latter agreed to p.y 
the then water-bailiffs 400/., late Irish currency, per annum, and to take upon themselves 
to provide the necessary accommodation for the shipping, they, the commissioners, vecemn 
the usual fees ; at that time there were two water-bailiffs, and each of them received loot., 
late Irish currency, per annum. One of them died within the last half year ; the vacancy 
was not filled up ; the survivor was appointed sole water-bailiff, without any increase of emom-

merit, because, by a resolution passed by the corporation m 1830 it was ordered tnat as 
vacancies occurred in the water-bailiffs’ office, they should not be filled up, but that as such 
vacancies occurred, the money received from the harbour commissioners should be brought 
into the funds of the corporation for the general purposes of the city; so that by the 
vacancy referred to above the corporation will receive from and after the 29th of September 
183c, 184 /. 12 s. 4 cl. per annum. 



No. « The sum of money in the provincial bank of Ireland arises from two sources; 

first, 342 l 17 s. 9 <7., remaining part of 1,360 1. received from the sale of the next presenta- 
tion ’to the united parishes of Rosbercon, Desertmore, &c., 500Z. having been applied to 
payment of surveys, maps. See. of the city ; 438 1. to procuring increased supply of water, 
and 100/. to the fund for relief of the poor afflicted with cholera : this latter sum has not 
been as yet brought into the chamberlain’s account. Secondly, the sum of 1,316/. 5s. id., 
arising out of money borrowed for the purpose of paying off city bonds, bearing six per cent, 
interest ; as the parties who held those bonds were offered the choice of taking their principal 
or ao-reeino- to reduce the rate of interest, a certain sum was raised to meet the demands of 
holders of "bonds who preferred being paid off’, of which sum the above-mentioned amount 
remains; it is intended therewith to pay off city bonds to that amount. 



No, 8. — Presents the amount of interest-money payable annually by the corporation. 
With reference to the debt created by the issuing of city bonds, it lias arisen from sums 
borrowed from time to time, from about the year 1730 to within the last six years, since 
which it does not appear that the debt has been increased, although new bonds have been 
issued for sums received, which were paid to cancel other bonds. 



The corporation are not now in possession of documents to show how the whole of the 
debt was incurred ; but it appears from various entries at different periods in the council- 
books that very large sums have from time to time been expended upon the erection of 
quays, building a town-hall, public assembly rooms, a grammar school, corn and butter 
market house and fish-house; also in the repairs of the streets, widening old and forma- 
tion of new streets, and in the purchase of the Enniskillen property in the city; at the same 
time it is certain that formerly very considerable sums appear to have been expended in 
litigation, on the subject of claims for freedom and other corporate questions. The interest 
paid to the trustees ot‘ various charitable institutions is for sums vested with the corporation 
at different periods, who have no management of, or control over, the disposal of the interest, 
with the exception of the sum of 6/., late Irish currency, given annually in clothing to poor 
persons. 

No. 9. — In the course of last year the tenants of the tithes belonging to the corporation 
having, with one or two exceptions, declared their incapacity to pay the reserved rents, in 
consequence of the general refusal of the occupiers of land to pay tithes, the corporation 
appointed a committee to take into consideration whether any reduction could be made in 
the salaries of the officers, &c. The report of the committee, recommending reductions in 
the salaries of all the officers, amounting in the whole to about 450/. per annum, has been 
confirmed by a recent vote of the corporation, the reductions to take place from the 
25th March instant. None of the salaries of the constables or other servants have been 
reduced. 



No. 10. — The amount of the sums actually received and paid for account of the corpora- 
tion in the year ending 29th September 1832, furnishes the best explanation that can be 
given of the manner of disposing of the corporate funds. The chamberlain makes up his 
account half yearly to 25th March and 29th September ; the account is vouched before 
a committee, and subsequently submitted for approbation to the board of common council. 
In some half years less interest-money and salaries may be paid than is due, not being 
called for, and vice versa, in other half years more, as the parties do not always call for pay- 
ment regularly as sums become due to them. One remark may not be improperly made 
here ; the inhabitants of Waterford have not for many years past been taxed for the support 
of police in any form, or for any repairs of streets, lanes or sewers within the public lamps. 

No. n. — Is a copy of the account of income and expenditure of the Leper Hospital for 
the year ending the 5th January 1832, as certified by the Commissioners of Public 
Accounts. 



No. 12.— Is a copy of a like account of the Holy-Ghost Hospital, as certified in the same 
manner. 



The corporation appoint masters to both those institutions. They are also trustees of the 
Leper Hospital ; and the master of the Holy-Ghost Hospital, when appointed, does not 
consider himself in any degree under the control of the corporation. The lands and houses 
belonging to the Leper Hospital are believed to have been granted by King John ; the 
charter is not extant. The property belonging to the Holy-Ghost Hospital was granted by 
Henry the Eighth, and confirmed by Elizabeth. 

The corporation have at different periods advanced considerable sums of 'money in aid of 
the Leper Hospital which have not yet been charged to that institution, because the Com- 
missioners of Public Accounts have certified that the trustees would be held accountable for 
the defalcation of a former master of the said hospital.

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The corporation are desirous to meet the investigation now sought for by the Legislature 
in the most unreserved manner, being satisfied that the now existing municipal body will in 
the issue stand acquitted, by an impartial tribunal, of the malversations attributed to them 
by persons under the influence of strong and rancorous party feelings.

There are no funds arising from corporate nroperty at present applied to charitable pur- 
poses within this borough. The property of the corporation was originally granted for the 
use of the borough, and the maintenance of its officers, by a charter o I 7 James 1, and 
consists of land set to various tenants, now producing a rent of 137 pe* annum, over quit- 
rent and situate within the liberties of the borough. The profit of the above-mentioned 
property is now applied partly to the discharge of debts contracted by the corporation, and 
partly to pay the salaries of the superior corporate officers, and for which purpose it is quite 
inadequate.

This corporation was constituted by charter of James v, on the 26th September, and 
loth year of his reign. 

Its annual income amounts to 85 1 . 8s. 9 d. derived from houses and lands in the town 
of Wicklow and its vicinity. 

The income thus derived is expended in paying two town-sergeants, and in repairing and 
keeping in order the quays, streets and market-house. 

There are not any charitable funds attached to the corporation; but sometimes there are 
pensions paid to superannuated freemen.
